Aft to amend the 
I f “ Laws for improving and keeping in Repair the Pofl Roads in 
Ireland. , and for rendering the Conveyance of Letters by His 
Majefty’s Poll Office more fecure and expeditious,” requires to be 
amended; 



fiBe it therefore UEnaftetl by the KING’S Moft Excellent Majesty, by 
and with the Advice and Confent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this prefent Parliament aflembled, and by the Authority 
of the fame, That if the Grand Jury of any County, County of a Town or 
City in Ireland, lhallat any Affizes (or Prefenting Term if in the County of 
Dublin) upon Examination of any Survey, Map",' or Eftimate laid before 
them under the Provifions of the fa-id Ad, be of Opinion that the Road be- 
tween the Points on the Boundaries of fuch County marked in fuch Survey 
or Map for the Road to pafs through can be carried within fuch County 
10m one fuch Point to the other, through fuch Poft-town or Poft- towns 
therein as the Road in fuch Survey fhall have been marked to go through, 
m a more convenient Diredtion, equally or more level, and not exceeding°iii 
Length or Expence the Road fet out in fuch Survey, it fhall and may* be 
awful for fuch Grand Jury at the Time they Rate their Opinion to the Court, 
with any Reafons or Obfervations they may think proper, according to the 
rovifions of the faid Adi, to prefent, that a new Survey, Map, and Eftimate 
e made for a Road between fuch Points palling through fuch Poft-town 
? ^towns, it any fuch there be, and to appoint fuch Surveyor as they 
all think proper for the Purpofe; and every fuch Surveyor (hall have all 
and lingular the like Powers, and be fubjedt to the like Rules, Regulations, 
an heftridtions, and be fworn arid be examined, upon Oath in like Manner, 
ln °P Survey, Plan, and Eftimate he may make, as is provided or 
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enacted in the faid recited AS refpefting any Surveyor appointed by the 3 
Poftmafter General, or any Survey to be made by tuch Survey 0 . 

And be it further Enafled, That every fuch Survey made by a Sur- 
veyor lb appointed by the Grand Jury, Audi be deemed a Re-furvey wffinn 
Ihe Meaning of the faid A 3 , and fhall, together with the Maps and Eft,- 

mates and Affidavits thereunto belonging, be delivered 

Says at the leaft before the Commiffion Day of the Affizes or Prefentmg 
Xerm next enfuing after fuch Survey fhall be prefented, to be made to the 
Treafurer of fuch County, who is hereby required to caufe a like hot, ce 
hereof to be pofted in like Manner and at like Time as is required by the 
faid Aft in refpefft to any Survey or Re-furvey made 1 m purfuance. theiepf; 
and upon its Learing to the Grand Jury at fuch Affixes or Prefentmg 
Term by Proof upon Oath, that all Requires have been duly performed 
in refpeft thereof! and that the Road purfuant to fuch ke-furvey will be 
equally or more level as, and not exceed in Length, the : Road laid down 
REfu^M receding Survey made by Direi&ioii of tjie poftmafter General,' 
fhall be awfuf for the Grand Jury, if they ffiall think proper, at fuel, 
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City, and at _ new Lines of Road, to be laid out, marked,

And be it further Enafted, That all the Regulations Claufes, and Pro- 
vifions refpeflinv any Road to be prefented by any Grand Jury, or the na- 
extended to f P re * 5 entment thereof, or refpe&ing any Money to be raifed, 

ta advuracd or accounted for under the Provifions of the laid Adi, fhall extend 

aclvancea, or Money to be raifed, advanced, or expended, 

m SnyPrlirtmeS made under thS Authority of this AS as fully and 
effectually as if they were herein efpecmUy recited and re-enadled lefpeftinj 
the fame. 

Provided always, That when any Grand Jury fhall prefect any Road# 
Copy of Pmvifinns of th'S A 61 « the Court -fhall caalc j 

prffiitent be re-furveyed purfuant to the Provilions ot tnis Act, me 

to he few to , C1 k 0 f the Crown to fend an attefted Copy of luch Preientinen 

the Poftmafter General; and it fhall not be neceffary for the Poftmato 
General after the Receipt of fuch attefted Copy, to caufe fuch Road 
Purveyed in Manner preferibed by the faid Aft. 

Anri whereas the Amount of Money to be raifed in each Prefentmg Terra 
1 ■ P,-„frnrments of Grand Juries in the County of Dublin , before the paflii - 
of the laid Aft, has been 'limited by an Afl paffed 111 the Parliament . 0 
r / the twenty -ftxth Year of His prefent Majefty’s Reign, intituled, 
“Skn Aft for making, widening, and repairing public Roads 111 the 
« atffi for repealing Parts of feveral Afts formerly made for ha 

“ Purnole •” and it is expedient that the Amount of Money which may 
prefented to be raifed off the faid County by virtue of theffaid firft-rera jl 
Aa and of this prefent Aa fhould be alfo limited ; BE it further Era , 
That it fhall not be lawful for the Court, 111 any Prefentmg er jj 
Prefen tments to raife Money m theCounty of Dublin, under th / 
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£ authorized to allow by the faicl laft recited A 61 puffed in the twenty-fixth Year 
of His prefent Majefty’s Reign. 

And be it further Enafted, That if the whole Sum which may be to be JJJJ 
levied under the Provifions of the faid firft recited A6t or this prefent Acl, may be railed, 
or either of them, in the County of Dublin , cannot be levied within 
Years under the Provifion aforefaid, it fhall lie lawful for the Grand Jury of 
the laid County to prefent the Portions thereof to be refpebtively railed in 
each Year,- notwithftanding liich Portions may extend beyond the Term of 
, Years : Provided always, That if liich Portions lhall 

extend beyond the Term of Years, they lhall not be lefs in any 

one Year than the Sum which the Court is allowed by this Adt to 
allow Preferments for railing. 

And be it further Enabled, That nothing in the faid firft recited Adt or 
in this prefent Adi contained, lhall authorize any Grand Jury to prefent any p Xg 
Road to be made through-airy Deer Park or Field inclofed with a Wall built 
of Lime and Stone or Brick, or through any planted Lawn or Avenue, or 
Orchard planted before the palling of the laid firft recited Adt, without the 
Cbnfent of the Owner thereof. 

7 And whereas it is Enabled by the faid recited Adt, That in all Cafes Repealing 
where the Truftees, Direbtors, or Commiflioners of any Turnpike Road 

lhall alter the fame in purfuance of the faid Adi, they (hall caufe a Map 
of fuch Part of the exifting Road as lhall in confequence thereof be dif- 
- continued by them, to be depofited with the Treafurer of the County in 
which fuch Part lhall be fituated ; and if the Grand Jury of liich County 
lhall not, within Eight Months after fuch Map lhall be fo depofited, 
prefent fuch Part to he left open as a public Road, and prefent to be raifed 
off the Barony or Half Barony, or Baronies or Half Baronies, in which 
fuch Road (hall be fituated (and which every Grand Jury is hereby em- 
powered to do) fuch Sum or Sums of Money as the Materials of the faid 
Road, and of all Bridges and Arches thereon, (hall amount to, on a Va- 
luation to be made thereof, upon Oath of Three Perfons, One to be 
named by the Truftees, Direblors, or Commiffioners of fuch Road, One 
other by fuch Grand Jury, and the Third to be chofen by the other Two ; 
every Part of fuch Road which (hall not be fo prefented to be kept open, 
lhall be and is hereby declared to be veiled in the Truftees, Diredtors, or 

8 Commiffioners of fuch Road, and lhall and may be fet or fold by them, or 
as many of them as are competent to do any Adi refpefiing fuch Road ; 
and all Materials thereon, or in any Bridges, Arches, or Pipes upon or 
acrofs the fame, may be taken down and applied by them to the Ufe and 
Advantage of the Road under their Care; and all Money arifing from the 
Sale or letting of fuch difcontinued Road lhall be applied in Aid of tile 
Tolls under their Management; BE it further Enabled, I hat the- faid 
recited Claufe lhall be, and the fame is hereby repealed. 

And be it further Enabled, That when the Survey, Maps, and Efti- 
mates of the Road from Waterford to Limerick lhall be finiftied, Surveys, Waterford to
